SCHOOL REPORT. 


Annual report of the superintendent and school board 
of the town of Pittsburg for the yearending Feb. 15, 1899: 

The schools as a whole have been in a prosperous condi- 
tion throughout the school year. ‘The teachers, with one or 
two exceptions, have done faithful and efficient work and 
have given good satisfaction. A large portion ofthe text 
books furnished by the town have been in use a long time 
and have become unfit for use. It seems to be for the benefit 
of the schools, as well as good economy, to replace them 
with new and improved books, turning in the worn out ones 
in part payment. ‘This has been done with the Grammars, 
and should be followed by a change in Spellers, Readers and 
Geographies soon. 

What are the necessary qualifications for a good teacher? 
1—Good general scholarship, certainly. There wasa time 
when a common school education was considered a sufficient 
preparation for teaching, but if that was ever a sufficient 
preparation, it certainly is not so now. The schools have 
changed in character within the past fifteen years. The 
teacher is now required to teach not only reading, spelling, 
writing and the elements of arithmetic, but must at least lay 
the foundation for the study of history, geography, physiol- 
ogy and civil government; she must not only teach the chil- 
dren how to read, but what to read; she must de- 
velop a love for what is good and true; she must 
cultivate a taste on the part of her pupils for what 
is worth reading. Wi sedsi car itsta kes 8 tomusl ppose 
that it requires less scholarship to teach the elements of a 
subject to beginners than to teach the same subject to pupils 
a few years farther advanced. The teacher’s knowledge of 
‘the subjects should be accurate, fresh and comprehensive, em- 
bracing far more than the few simple facts that she is called 
upon to teach. She cannot develop in the children a love for 
good reading unless she possesses the discriminating taste 
that is born of wide and careful reading; she cannot lead 
them with growing interest and enthusiasm along the pleas- 
ant approaches to history and geography unless she knows 
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the subjects well; for their interest and enthusiasm must be 
kindled and fed from the abundant store of her information. 
2.—character—and this is most important of all and includes 
a great deal. It does not mean simply teachers who are 
good ; but teachers who present to their pupils every day in 
their own persons examples of men and women who think, 
feel and do what is right ; teachers who are cheerful, hopeful 
arid strong ; whose firmness and justice command the respect 
and obedience of their pupils ; teachers whose presence is an 
inspiration to their pupils and whose friendship is a pleasant 
reinembrance forever. We need, then, for our schools teachers 
of scholarship and character. I do not believe that it should 
bethe aim of the school officials to secure the cheapest 
teachers but the best. The education of good and intelligent 
American citizens will doubtless always be a matter involving 
considerable expense, but there is not at the present any 
probability that a more efficient agency for the development 
of such citizenship will be found than is the public school. 
Its present work justifies its existence and to the careful 
observer, it is daily proving that it is worth all its costs. 
Tables of statistics are appended giving various facts of in- 
terest in regard to the schools.
